COURT OF INQUIRY WITNESSES. 


Acting Sec. Hackett Makes a State- 


ment—Schley 
Alone 
Can ~ Tell 


Whom He Will Summon. 


Acting Secretary Haokett of the navy 


department has given out a statement 
in regard to the witnesses to be sum- 
moned before the Schley court of in- 
quiry. It is as follows: 


"There have been numerous inquiries 


by tne men of the press as to who are 
to be the witnesses before the Schley 
court of inquiry. 


"I recognize tUo intense public inter- 


est that attends the convening of the 
court. I also take into account and re- 
spect the professional zeal of the press 
and the earnest desire of each newspa- 
perman to obtain early and full inform- 
ation for his particular newspaper. 


"It has been found necessary, how- 


ever, to say something to put an end to 
daily inquiries on the subject. This is 
done with no purpose or desire to keep 
anything from the public. 


"The court will convene Sept. 12. 


What witnesses will be brought before 
the court in behalf of Admiral Sohley is 
for the admiral himself to say. 
No one 


can possibly know what witnesses the 
court is going to summon before them. 


"The judge advocate of the court, 


July 29, addressed a letter to .Admiral 
Sohley requesting the admiral to com- 
municatn with him in regard to the wit- 
nesses, .if any of them were located at a 
distance from 
Washington, whom he 


might wish to have appear before the 
court. This was done because it was 
taken for granted that most of them 
were officers of the navy. It was highly 
important that they should be within 
reach when wanted to testify. 


"Admiral Scbley responded with a I 


partial list of those whom he thought 
he would be likely to want present,' 
stating that there would doubtless be 
others. He was told that he would have 
a right to call others as witnesses and 
also informed that some of the persons 
named by him might possibly be called 
by thp judge advocate. 


"The whole thing is in the prelimi- 


nary stage."

crop bulletin of the weather bureau, 
New England section, for the week 
ending Aug. 14: 


Very favorable weather has prevailed, 


in fact this has been one of the best 
weeks of tha season for all kinds of 
cropp. The rain has been of great help 
Jo growing crops. Showers and squalls 
jroke down grain and grass to some ex- 
tent, but did no'eerious damage, except 
that in southern Now Hampshire heavy 
winds and hail on the 8th did considera- 
ble damage to crops and broke off the 
limbs of trees. 


Crops are in very fine condition as a 


result of the favorable weather of the 
week under review. 
All are growing 


rapidly. The rains have made vegetation 
look fresh and green as in spring, es- 
pecially in tho southern states. In 
northern localities there is no further 
danger that drought can injure the sea- 
sou's crops. The amount of sunshine 
has been fair; some reports state that 
more would have been desirable, while 
others report there hus been enough. 
Apples give no further promise than 
has been reported earlier in the seanou. 
Potatoes seem to bo improving and give 
more'promise than was reported lust 
week. All other crops .are somewhat 
ubovo the average. 


Corn is filling well, and gives good 


promise of a large yield. 
Some oats 


have been.harvested, and most of this 
crop is in good condition. 
Tho rain 


and moist weather have been unfuvoru 
ble for harvesting. Some wheat has 
been cut. One correspondent reports 
buokwhuat a failure; other reports, how 
ever, state that it is in blossom and 
looks like a large yield. 


Hungarian grass is m fine condition, 


some of it is being cut, and most of it 
will be cut tho coming week. The milk 
supply has boon short whero pasturage 
has boau scant, but the rains of the past 
week have made the grass green again. 
Some meadows are BO wet that the grass 
will not be out. 
The second crop of 


grass is very largo. 


The apple crop is a failure. 
Other 


fruits are a fair crop. 
In one place 


plum and pear trees have been injured 
to a slight extent by the cherry slug. 
As a rule, However, pears, plums and 
peaches give every indication of being 
plentiful; some are already ripening. 
Grapes are doing very well, the fruit 
being large and healthy. 


Potatoes are more favorably reported 


than for a number of weeks past. 
The 


vinos are retaining their green color, 
and give.overy indication that there will 
be more potatoes in the hill than seemed 
to be the last week. One report states 
that the leaves are drying as though 
affected by rust; otherwise the crop is 
more encouraging. 
Beano, although 


not heavily podded, are doing well. 
Some are affected by rust. 
Pumpkins 


and squashes are lato because of the 
drought earlier in the season, while at 
the same time, this has been a bad .year 
for vines of all kinds. Sweet corn and 
string beans are abundant and of excel 
lent quality. 
Some corn grown for 


canning is of a little poorer quality than 
usual. Onions are doicg well, except 
that in certain localities the seed did 
not germinate as well as usual. Toma- 
toes are not plentiful. 
Celery and tur- 


nips are looking very well.

The Biid of Prey DOCH Not Like a 


Stern Clmse. 


The sparrow Lawk does not more than 


any other like a long ''stern chase," but 
prefer-* tu attack with the udvautnge of 
u surprise when darting from a tree or 
around the corner of a wood or when 
snooping with ntplemlid speed from a 
poisf several hundred yards above the 
giound. 


We, seeing a Euch or a starling taken 


in a moment, often do not weigh the fact 
that the victim wns hardly ou thewing and 
probably rising when the bird of prey 
cmuc- like a whirlwind and overwhelmed 
it. 
Kven if the hawk disco\ers its prey 


when traversing the country at a lower 
elevalii.u it has still the power of a fair 
UK.-iiieiituui to take full advantage of the 
ch.'UJi.-e of. a swooping rush at the prey, 
which is probably on th« ground. 


Of course, when a rook is watched 


cha-ing a sparrow hawk across the sky 
theie i-; nothing to show thnt the latter 
is M'i'iuii-dy tr.viug in liy at speed.

GROWTH OF THE EARS. 


It !• Asserted That It Never Stop* 


Until Death. 


The systematic examination of more 


than 40,000 pairs of human ears in Eng- 
land aud France has resulted in some 
interesting conclusions. 
For one thing, 


it is ascertained that the ear continues 
to grow In the later decades of life. In 
fact. It appefers never to stop growing 
until death. If one will take the trouble 
to look around iu any assemblage of peo- 
ple, as at a church, he will discover that 
the old folks Have ears considerably lar- 
ger than those of the middle aged. A 
woman who has small, shell-like ears at 
20 years of age will be very apt to pos- 
sess medium kized ears at 40 years and 
large ears ut 00. 


Why ears should go on growing all 


one'b lif<> any more than noses is a mys- 
teir. 
Theie are a j?ood many other 


points about them that orr- instructive, 
their shapes being markedly peisistent 
tlnough heredity. Aii ear ^ill be handed 
down, so to speak, from father to sou 
for generation after 
Keneiation with 


comparatively little modification. Some 
authorities on criminology assert that 
criminals ure vciy apt to pftssoss a ppcul- 
iur kind of ear, which is lecoguizuble by 
au p\p<»rt in such mattem. 


Thpie is probably nobody in the world 


who bus a pair of ears perfectly matched. 
Jn most people the two differ perceptibly 
not only in bhape, but alno m si^e. Fre- 
quently they are not placed piccisely 
alike OB the bead. The age ot a person 
may be judged •with great accuracy by 
the ciirtt, which after youth is past as- 
uiime nil im reusing harshness of contour. 
A pretty -woman •whose tin,t youth ban 
departed may not show the fact in other 
•wajs, but these t< lltulc features will 
huiely till the sLoiy of the ihght of time.

"New York doesn't want fresh eggs," 


said a poultryman who knows to a group 
of city friends. They "professed to doubt 
what he said, which moved him to re- 
mark: 


"If you don't believe that is true, yo» 


try and furnish fresh eggs to the New 
Yorkers who are gust yearning for them, 
as I have done, and sec if the yearners 
are willing to pay you a price that will 
enable you to buy your daily bread, to 
say nothing of the butter. You all like 
fret>h eggs, of course, and perhaps you 
will pny a half way decent price for 
them for a short time during the win- 
ter, but what about the rest of the year? 


"Have you ever stopped to think that 


the man who is able to supply jou with, 
fresh eggs during the winter has had t» 
spend a great deal of time in study.ng up 
that particular subject? Are you aware 
that -Jie has been obliged to breed a lot 
of hens during- the spring and early sum- 
mer and that he has had to feed and care 
for them for six mouths without getting 
one cent in return? Have j-ou stojTped 
to think that he must carry a stock 
throughout the year in order to have the 
fowls laying when you want eggs, and 
he must house bis fowls in warm and 
expensively built coops? And, above all 
else, undei stand when I say a ficsh egg 
I mean an egg that is no more than, a 
day old \vhen it is served to you. 


"How 
many times have you eaten an 


ejfg heie that was not more than a day 
old? Why, there are people in the coun- 
try who muUe a specialty of sending 
into New York what they consider fresh 
SKKS, which aie auywheie from thiee 
days to three week*> old. 


"1 think jou ought to understand that 


the eggs t>old in New York as 'strictly 
fiesh' aie juiy old age. 
The farmer's 


wife sates them until she has a goodly 
number to sell ut thu locul grocery or to 
make a lair showing \vhen the egg col- 
lee toi tomes around, for there are men 
who make a business of gathciiug efigs. 
They have icutes luid out tlnough cer- 
tain teiritoiy, and they travel se them 
once e>ery t«o weeks. Thus, us you CUR 
see, the ejjgb arc ut leust two veeks old 
ou the average before they get into the 
humli, of the collector. 


"The collector keeps them ia n cellar 


until he K'^ts enough together to justify 
him in making a shipment to the city, 
which mny be unywhcie from one to 
tluee weeks, depeuiliug on the time of 
year. Then vheii the commission man 
icceives them heie he keeps them a few 
iluys until they are sold, HO that your 
fresh c-ggs come dangerously ntmr to be- 
ing a month old. That's why I can un- 
derstand that the egs dealer — and he 
happens to be one of the biggest men in 
his line in the to\vn — said he considered 
eveiy epg fresh that didn't hatch whilo 
in transit to the city. 


"Now, let me tell you why I believe 


New York doesn't want fiesh eggs at * 
fiesh egg price, if it wants them at all. I 
shipped eggs, into the city that were not 
more than thiee hours old when they 
were placed In the hands of the consumer 
here. I suppose you never before heard 
of *K8* so fresh as those getting into New 
York? It's a fnct nevertheless. 
When 


the eggs left my place, many of them 
had only n few minutes befoie been tak- 
«ui from the nests and were still warm. 
The trip on the cars occupied a little 
niuie than au hour, and within another 
hour or so the cxpiess company had de- 
Ihered them at their destination. 


"Those were fresh eggs, gentlemen — 


not 'strictly frcbh' nor 'guaianleed fresh,' 
but plain fresh eggs. 


"I found any number of people who 


needed those fresh eggs to round out 
their lives. 
They were the one thing 


misbing— -until they received the bill for 
them, and then theie was a time. 


"Mind yon, they were charged no more 


than 50 eeats a dozen in. the coldest of 
winter weather for the only fresh eggs 
in New York, and how they did go 
on! Many of them who had been most 
enthusiastic over the eggs before the bills 
were sent out refused to pay the bills on 
the giound that the eggs were just the 
worst, stale old eggs that ever had been, 
whereas none of the eggs was more than. 
24 hours old, and many of them, as I 
have said, were not more than three 
hours old. 


"When I cornered them on the fresh- 


ness of the eggs, these yearners made all 
sorts of silly complaints. The trouble 
with ihem was that they wanted the 
eggs, but didn't want to pay for them. 
So they went back to fresh eggs from 
the cold storage plants— back to eggs 
that were six months old— and were hap- 
py, I hope. 


"I had one customer who bought the 


eggs by advice of a physician. This man 
bad two children who were convalescent 
after an attack of scarlet fever. 
The 


man was in fairly comfortable circum- 
stances, and the physician told him the 
eggs were doing his children more good 
than anything oisc he could get. 
We 


were selling him the eggs at 40 cents a 
dozen, and when the price was raised to 
45 cents a dozen this man was up in 
arm* and refused to toke nny more. 
I 


(suppose the children came around all 
right, though I never heard anything 
more About them, 


"Complaints were also made that the 


«f$ea were too fresh. Would you belier^ 
it? I can show you letters received on 
that particular subject. 
The majority 


of them ran like this:

THE NEWBORN BABE. 


Wherein «nd Why It Is More Help, 


less Than • Vounr Br«te. 


The newborn child is even inferior t« 


the lower animals of the same age in in- 
telligence and helpfulness. A young ape, 
or, for that matter, a young dog, is far 
better fitted for his immediate environ- 
ment thau a week old infant. But while 
the latter struggles onward and upward 
through a helpless infancy and a weak 
youth to the perfect man the former 
iiever progresses 
beyond the perfect 


brute. As Professor J. W. Powell says: 


"Every child is born destitute of things 


possessed in manhood which distinguish 
him from the lower animals. Of alt in- 
dustries he is artless, of all institutions 
he is lawless, of all languages he is 
speechless, of all philosophies he is opiu- 
ionless, of all reasoning he is thoughtless, 
but arts, institutions, languages, opin- 
ions and mentations he acquires as the 
years go by from childhood to manhood. 


"Ia all these respects the newborn 


babe is hardly the peer of the newborn 
beast, but as the years pass ever and 
ever he exhibits his superiority iu all of 
the great classes of activities until the 
distance bj* which he is separated from 
the brute is so great that his realm of ex- 
istence is another kingdom of nature." 


Science is on<» great, unending question. 


First, "Is this so?" then, "Why is it so?" 
are the words forever on the tongues of 
her votaries. And so we find Professor 
Alexander Chamberlain in his book, 
"The Child, a Study In the Evolution of 
Man," asking, "What Is the meaning of 
the prolonged helplessness of human in- 
fancy?" He finds his answer in the fol- 
lowing words of the late John Fiske, to 
whom he frankly gives full "credit for 
the scientific interpretation of the pro- 
longation of infancy:" 


"The prolonged helplessness of the off- 


spring must keep the parents together for 
longer aud longer periods in successive 
epochs, and when at last the association 
is so long kept up that the older children 
are growing mature while the younger 
ones still need protection the family re- 
lations begin to become permanent. 


"The parents have lived so long in com- 


pany that to seek new companionships 
involves some disturbance of ingrained 
habits, and meanwhile the older sons are 
moie likely to continue their original as- 
sociation than to establish associations 
with strangers since they have common 
objects to achieve and common enmities 
bequeathed and acquired with neighbor- 
ing families. 


"As the parent dies the headship of the 


family thus established devolves npou the 
oldest or bravest or most sagacious mple 
remaining. Thus the little group grad- 
ually becomes a clan, the members of 
which ate united by ties considerably 
stronger than those which ally them to 
members of adjacent clans, with whom 
they may indeed combine to resist the 
aggressions of yet further outlying clans 
or of formidable beasts, but toward 
whom their feelings are usually those of 
hostile rivalry."—New York Journal.

Ancient Ship Timber. 


An English paper says: "Noah's ark 


ia generally supposed to be the earliest 
ship of which we have record; but, says 
Engineering, there exist paintings of 
Egyptian vessels immensely older than 
the date of 2840 B. C., usually assigned 
to the ark, being, indeed, probably 70 
and 80 centuries old. 


"Moreover, there are now in existence 


in Egypt boats which were built about 
the period the ark was constructed. They 
are, however, small craft, about 85 feet 
long, 7 or 8 feet wide and 2% to 3 feet 
deep. They were discovered years ago 
by the eminent Frfnch Egyptologist, M. 
J. de Morgan, in brick vaults near Cairo 
and were orobably funeral boats. 
They 


are constructed of three inch acacia and 
sycamore planks, dovetailed together and 
fastened with trenails. They have floors, 
but no ribs, and, though nearly 5,000 
years old, they held rigidly together after 
their supports had been removed. 


"These may be considered side by side 


with the better known but much moro 
modern viking ship which is now to he 
seen in a shed at Christiania. This craft 
waa discovered in 1880 and in a funeral 
mound, so that we owe both these exist- 
ing examples of extremely ancient ships 
to funeral customs of countries so dis- 
similar as Egypt and Norway."

Parenta' IU«bt« Over Children. 


A father has the right to the service 


and earnings ot his child while the child 
lives with him and is maintained by him 
—a right, ««y* Harper's Baaa& resting 
upon the parental duty of maintenance, 
and furnishing some compensation, for 
the service he renders the child. How 
long this right may continue is open to 
question, but certainly until the child 
reaches the age of 14, and usually during 
the entire period ot minority. 
But 


where a father refuses or meglects to 
support the child or compels him to sup- 
port himself the right to his earnings 
ceases. At common law a mother had 
no implied right to the services and 
earnings ot her child, as she was not 
bound, like the father, for its mainte- 
nance. The tendency of the United 
States, however, is to treat a mother's 
rights with liberality, especially if she 
be a widow and has home the harden ot 
the child's support.

STRIKERS MAKE GAINS. 


Still the Trust Seems to Have 


the Advantage. 


BELLAIEE 
PLANT 
SHUT DOWN. 


Men at YotiiiKHtown Will -Not Go Out. 


Tea Skilled Workmen' I" I-ower 
Cai-iiedle Mill Quit—Several Huii- 
dL-etl Uoyx ut M«.'ICee»i»ort Leave. 


Plttsburg. Aug. 14.—While the Htrik- 


ers have uin.de gains tn Plttsburg. Mc- 
Keesport, Wheeling find Bellaire iii the 
>ast 24 hours, the main advantage 
seems to be still with the mill owners. 
The general situation can be sumuia- 


thus: 


Ten men, five of. them skilled, left the 
owei- Uuiou mill of the Carnegie com- 
pany hero ami joined the strikers. This 
irst defection in the Carnegie forces 
of more than 15,000 nieu made the 
strikers jubilant, but the company as- 
.erts that it tilled their places at oiice 
and that there will he no more deser- 
:ions. 


The Bellaire plant, where the meii 


struck ou Sunday, was finally closed 
after working short handed until Mon- 
day afternoon. 


Several hundred boys employed at the 


National Tube works at McKeesport 
went out during the night and day, urn- 
;erially aiding the crippling process. 
Die works are going ahead short hand- 
ed, but the ranks of the workers are 
binning, and the supply of material is 
running low. 


The strikers made gains at Wheeling,., 


and the steel officials admitted that the 
Bellwood plant would be closed. An- 
other break is reported likely at Xew- 
•astle, hut there are no positive indica- 
tions of it. 


The American Tin Plate company has 


started a small force in the Crescent 
plant in Cleveland and is also planning 
resumption at other points. 


To DlMumtitle ChartIt-fH Plant. 


Orders have been given for the dis- 


mantling of the rhartlers plant at C'ar- 


jiiul Its removal to Leeehburg. 


The strikers were called together on 
Monday by Superintendent Henry and 
told of the company's purpose. 
Mr. 


Henry said that the llrcs would be 
lighted and all preparations made for 
u Mart on Tuesday. At - o'clock the 
\\hi.silc would be blown, and if the men 
faile«| to respond the lires would never 
be relighted. Tlie programme was ear- 
ned out, but when the whistle sounded 
the men did not respond. The tires were 
drawn and the order to dismantle and 
remove the mills was given. 


The strikers are talking of expelling 


tho western stoel men who refused to 
strike, but their plans are not yet well 
defined. 


A telegram from Yomigstown, 0.. 


says that the furnace workers have 
decided not to strike. The executive 
committee Of- the Furnace Workers' 
union of the Mahoning and Sheiiango 
valleys met in that city yesterday to 
receive and take action on the report 
of Hi* subcommittee appointed to in- 
vestigate the rumored sale of the out- 
put of the furnaces of the two vnlleys 
to the Flitted Stiites Steel corporation. 
The subcommittee's finding was to the 
effect that the rumor was correct, but 
the executive committee after a long 
discussion of the situation, in view of 
the fact that the steel corporation has 
furnace capacity of its own sufficient 
to supply its present needs and the 
further fact that the furnace owners 
involved have given the men assur- 
ances thai if they will continue at 
work no pis; iron will be shipped under 
the contract with the steel corporation, 
resolved that a strike at the pres- 
ent time is unadvisable. 
It was de- 


cided to organize the stockmen and all 
other employees of all the furnaces of 
the two valleys and then to organize 
sill the furnaces of the country, affect- 
ing a national organization which shall 
be affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. '

It is perhaps no exaggeration to say
